Special Cable to THB NEW YorK TIMEs, 
MOSCOW, Oct. 13.—Things are moving 
so fast in Russia nowadays that Mos-|! 
cow looks quite different after a fort-| 
night’s absence. It seems as though the 
number of shops’ open had nearly 
doubled in that period. Doubtless this | 
is an exaggeration, but just the same 
along the Arsat, which is one of the 
leading business streets of old Moscow, | 
there are now rows of shops well lighted | 
and well stocked, doing an active trade, 
whereas a fortnight ago ago there were} 
only two or three open out of every five. 
One thing is certain: the people have 
money to spend. For instance, a few|

I talked today with a small boy who 
threéd weeks ago was excited to the boil- 
ing point over his first toys.

‘I used often to hear people talk 
about things of the old days,’’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘and JI never could understand. 
They mentional kalatch (a sort of break- 
fast biscuit), and I had never seen one. | 
They said how good blinys (Russian 
pancakes) were, and I had never seen 
one. But now I’ve tasted both and 
know all about them. But they also 
said they had eaten oranges, and what 
that is I’d like to know.’”’ 

Already, too, competition is having its 
natural effect. Although every one was 
certain that, owing to the famine, the 
price of bread could not fail to increase— 
especially as the real value of the Soviet 
ruble was dropping on account of the 
large issue of new paper mOney—it hap- 
pens that bread is cheaper in the stores 
today than a fortnight ago. 

As the confidence of the trading class 
grows the quality and variety of the 
goods in the stores improves. When I 
left Moscow a fortnight ago the open 
markets which had been doing business 
more or less during the past three years 
despite occasional police raids, were the 
best places in which to buy anything. 
Now the stores have put the markets 
off the map so far as prices are con- 
cerned, and the reduced aristocrats 


who used to stand miserably for hours 
on the chilly sidewalk. to sell one woolen 
overcoat—they dare not expose for sale 
anything really valuable—are going 
around to the stcres with silks and furs 
to be sold at 10 or 15 per cent. commis- 
— all this it is difficult to see just 
where foreign concessionaircs come in. 
Suppose a foreigner opens a shoe fac- 
tory; he is forced to take Soviet money 
for his goods, and its value is not only 
fluctuating here but is not quoted on 
the exchange markets of the rest of the 
world. So, no matter what his paper 
profits are his ultimate real profit is un- 
certain. The answer seems to be that 
he must at the same time undertake 
some form of export business—for in- 
stance, buy copper ore or lumber, the

When the train came 
to a stop it was found that the wheels 
had not passed over the girl, but that 
the safety fendér in front of the engine 
had caught her up and thrown her to 
the side.

Serreant Sullivan of the East 126th 
Street Station, railroad employes and 
several passengers, including Frederick 
Hiort of Peekskill; Warren G. Munroe 
of New Rochelle and Samuel Maffeo of 
Mount Vernon, jumped down on the 
tracks and tyied to extricate the girl’s 
form. It was fifteen minutes before 
they were able to lift her to the plat- 
form. She was breathing then, but was 
dead by the time that Dr. Harder ar- 
rived in an ambulance from Harlem! 
Hospital. The surgeon said that she had 
died of a fractured skull. Other in- 
juries included three fractured ribs and 
a broken arm. 

The body was taken to the Hast 126th 
Street Station, and Mrs. Henry P. Wall 
of Philipse Manor, was notified, as the 
police had found among the girl's effects 
a memorandum which read: ‘‘ Miss 
Dorothy Wilson, Columbia University, 
School of Journalism. Care of Mrs. 
Henry Wall. Tel. 1583 Tarrytown.’”’ 

Mrs. Wall arrived at the East 126th 
Street Station late last night in an 
automobile, accompanied by her family 
physician. She was under the impres- 
sion that Miss Wilson was still alive, 
and sent in the physician to find out to 
what hospital Miss Wilson had been 
taken, When she learned the truth, she 
fainted. Mrs. Wall said later that she 
knew of no reason for the girl to take 


her life. She left Philipse Manor yes- 
terday morning apparently in good 
spirits. 

Miss Wilson had been living at Phil- 
ipse Manor with Mrs. Wall, whose hus- 
band is advertising manager of the Chi- 
cago Opera Company, and is now in 
Chicago. The girl’s mother had been 
dead since she was 3 years old, and Mrs. 
Wall was Miss Wilson’s aunt. The girl 
had two married sisters, one of them 
being Mrs. Douglas Donald of 45 Bay- 
view Avenue, Tormpkinsville, S. 1. 

Mr. Wilson, the father, was visiting 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald last night when 
the police notified him of his daugh- 
ter’s death. They were not able to notify 
him until Mrs. Wall gave them the ad- 
dress of the Donalds. When he reached 
the station house he said that he did 
not know of any reason for his daugh- 
ter to kill herself.and did not believe 
that she had done so, although the 
police said that it unquestionably was a 
case of suicide. According:to Mr. Wil- 
son, his daughter had no love affair, 
illness or financial trouble to worry 
her. He said that she was bright and

Not Inclined to Try a Rate Cut. 


“It has been urged upon the railroads | 
that a reduction in rates will stimulate 
traffic and that increased traffic will | 
protect the carriers from the loss in- 
cident to a reduction in rates. The rail- | 
road managements cannot disguise from 
themselves that this suggestion is mere- | 
ly conjectural, and that an adverse re- | 
sult of the experiment would be disas- | 


trous not only to the railroads but to 
the public, whose supreme need is ade- 
quate transportation. Consequently, the 
railroad managements cannot feel justi- | 
fied in placing these instrumentalities, 
so essential to the public welfare, at the 
hazard of such an experiment, based 
solely upon such a conjecture. 

“It is evident, however, that existing | 
transportation charges bear in many 
cases a disproportionate relattonship to 
the prices at which commodities can be | 
sold in the market, und’that existing | 
labor and other costs of transportation 
thus imposed upon industry and agri- 
culture gencrally a burden greater than} 
they should bear. .This is especially true | 
of agriculture. The railroad manage- | 
ments are feeling sensitive to and sym- 
pathetic with this distressing situation | 
and desire to do everything to assist in 
relieving it that is compatible with their | 
duty to furnish the transportation which 
the public must have. 

“At the moment railroads in many! 
cases are paying 40 cents an hour for 
unskilled labor, when similar labor is 
working alongside the railroads and can 
easily be obtained by them at 20 cents 
an hour. The railroads of the country 
paid in 1920 a total of considerably over 
$1,300,000,000 to unskilled labor alone. 
However desirable it may be to pay this 
or that schedule of wages, it is obvious 
that it cannot be paid out of railroad | 
earnings unless the industries which use: 
the railroads are capable of meeting |! 
such charges. | 

‘The railroads, and through them the | 
people generally, are also hampered in| 
their efforts to economize by a schedule | 
of working rules and conditions now in | 
force as a heritage from the period of 
Federal control and upheld by the Rail- 
road Labor Board. These conditions are | 
expensive, uneconomic and wnnecessary | 
from the point of view of railroad oper- 
ation, and extremely burdensome upon 
the public which pays the bill. This 
schedule of wages and of working con- 
ditions prevents the railroads from deal- | 


witn labor. costs in ac-| 


| cordance with rapidly changing condi- 


tions and the great variety of local 
considerations which ought to control 
wages in different parts of the country. 
The railroads are sesking to have those |

Samuel M. Felton, President of the!

Piecework Decision Seen as Defeat. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 14 (Associated Press)— 
With the removal of the piecework ban | 
by the Labor Board the railroad shop 
men were brought one step nearer a. 
strike. In August members of the six | 
unions affiliated with the railway em- 
ployes’ department of the American Fed- | 
eration of Labor voted to strike, as a re- 


sult of the July 1 wage reduction. The 
call was held up pending announcement 
by the board of its rulesdecision. Today's 
decision permitting the roads to neyo- 
tiate for piecework was accepted as a 
defeat by the shopment, who have op- 
posed plecework with vigor. 

The board’s decision amended seven- 
teen rules of the shop crafts’ agreement 
in connection with the appeal of the

As amended Rule 1 reads:

Lloyd George’s Decision to Come

PARIS, Oct. 14 (Associated Press).— 
It is the hope of Premier Briand that 
when he visits Washington next month 
for the Conference on Limitation of 
Armament, he will be able to remain 
there longer than the ten days which it 
has been stated he can give for his 
visit. If.domestic politics permit he 
will extend his stay in the American 
capital. 

In all events it is his desire to remain 
long enough to take an active part in 
the work of the conference and to de- 
fine the attitude of the French Govern- 
ment on the important subjects which 
will be discussed. 

M. Briand feels that France has a 
sentimental interest in her Prime Min- 
ister’s going to Washington on the invi- 
tation for an international meeting issued 
by a country at whose birth France 
considers that, in a sense, she was pres- 
ent. 

Philippe J. L. Berthelot, General Sec- 
retary of the Foreign Office, upon 
whom M. Briand greatly relics on ques- 
tions of foreign affairs, may return 
home from Washington with the Pre- 
mier.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The Admin- 
istratton is satisfied that the so-called 
Mellon bill for the refunding of. the 
allied debt to the United States will be 
enacted by Congress in modified form 
very soon. It is the hope that this re- 
sult will be accomplished before the as- 
sembling of the conference on the limita- 
tion of armament. 

Opponents uf the measure in Congress 
have refused to accept it because, in 
its original form, the bill gave unlim- 
ited authority to the Secretary of the 
Treasury in making the refunding ar- 
rangements, The Administration has 
now consented to accept an amendment 
providing that the refunding shall be 
accomplished by a commission of five 
to be known as the World War Foreign 
Loan Commission. 

The Secretary of the Treasury and 
our others, to be named by the. Presi- 
dent, would compose this commission, 
and if any of the four is not a member 
of his Cabinet his nomination is to 
be submitted to the Senate for its con- 
sent. The Administration believes that 
this form of legislation will be accept- 
able to members of Congress who raised 
objection to the original bill, and the’ 
proposal will be made to Congress in a 
communication from Secretary Mellon. 

The modified bill would give to the 
commission of five the same sweeping 
powers which it was intended to give to 
the Secretary of the Treasury in the 
original bill. Some of the members of 
Congress who opposed the first bill 
raised the point that it was improper 
to vest such authority in any person, un- 
less he was compelled to obtain Con- 
gressional sanction of the arrangements 
made. The Administration appears to 
be satisfied that this objection as to un- 
limited authority will be overcome, how- 
ever, by giving this authority to a com- 
mission of five, part of the membership 
of which must be confirmed by the Sen- | 
ate, instead of to the Secretary of the 
‘lLreasury alone. 

The President has conferred with con- 
gressional leaders about the proposed 
modification of the bill, but a certain 
measure of doubt will remain until the 
proposal is formally transmitted to the 
Senate and House and the reaction is re- 
cofded. 

An intimation was given at the White 
House today that the President intended 
to have at least one Cabinet officer, in | 
addition to Secretary Mellon, on the 
commission, in the event of favorable 
action on the bill. The belief prevails | 
that he would appoint Secretary of | 
Commerce Hoover, who has an intimate | 
knowledge of the foreign financial situa- 
tion. | 

The Administration believes that | 
through the refunding law it will be able 
to relheve the financial situation in Eu- 
rope, where uncertainty as to the pur-| 
poses of the United States in connec- ; 
tion with the collection of the foreign 
war debt has had a bad effect. In ad- | 
dition it is likely that the gathering of 
important European statesmen in Wash- 
ington at the time of the armament} 
conference may result in informal dis- | 
cussions of the allied debt to this Gov- 
ernment, with the possibility that an in- 
ternational financial and economic con- 
ference may follow the armament con- 
ference. The Administration feels that 
it would be in a better position to dis- | 
cuss these problems if it were backed | 
by the authority contained in the re- 
funding bill.

The sisters were assisted by the boys 
and girls of the upper grades who wait- 
ed with their teachers until all: the 
younger children were out. ‘I never 
saw ‘13-year-old boys show such pres- 
ence of mind and coolness,’" one of the 
sisters said after it was over. ‘* They 
knew just what to do and acted the 
part of men.

When the two policemen brought their 
prisoner to the sid2walk they found the : 
crowd had increased to about 500, and | 
was so menacing that they had to com-! 
mandeer an automobile and take the 
robber and his victim to the East Fifth } 
Street Station. There he said he was 
Joseph Stein, 29 years old, of 108 East 
114th Street. He said he attempted the 
robbery because he needed money with 
which to pay a bonding company for | 
having furnished $20,000 in the Jefferson 
Market Court when he was arrested 
early in Scptember on a charge of par- 
ticipating in four burglaries. 

Miss Cohen, whose address was with- 
held by the police in the belief that, con- 
federates of the robber would try to in- 
timidate her, told Sergeant O’Brien that 
about half an hour before the hold-up 
she started for the Garfield National 
Bank, 200 Fifth Avenue, where she drew 
the money.

Sergeant O’Brien said that when he 
and Fitzpatrick ran into the subcellar of | 
the bullding at Third Avenue and Eigh- 
teenth Street there was no sign of the 
robber. They groped around in the 
dark for several minutes before Fitz- 
patrick heard heavy breathing coming 
from a barrel over which several pieces 
ef carpet had been drawn.

Commissioner Lan- 
dis in a statement made after the final 
;}game on Thursday had announced his 
|intention of advocating at the joint ses-

| victor. ‘‘ This will be done,’’ said Judge 
Landis, ‘‘in the belief that it is very

| taxes the patience of the public.’’ 
Commenting upon the words of the 
Judge, Mr. Heydler said: ‘‘ As a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Council I don’t care 
to take issue this early with Commis- 
sioner Landis. Yet I cannot help re- 
calling clearly the unsatisfactory na- 
ture of a seven-game series, and that 
lit was chiefly, almost entirely, in re-

MYTHICAL RUSSIAN TRADE. 


If confession is good for the soul, the 
British Chancellor of the Exchequer 
must feel morally improved. For he 
has just confessed that the famous 
trade agreement made by the English 
Government with Soviet Russia has 
come to nothing except weariness and 
vexation of spirit. The thing has been 
tried out for several moyths, but the 
sad fact officially admitted, 
that the Russians have

Parallel with this British govern- 
mental experience is that of private 
English enterprise. The head of a 
house with large trade connections, 
Mr. UrqQuHART, has been spending 
several weeks in Moscow endeavoring 
to make business arrangements with 
the Soviets. He had formerly had in- 
terests in Russia which he desired to 
reclaim and develop. He was also in a 
position to turn important trade in a 
Russian direction. But he finally 
threw over the whole negotiation in 
despair, and returned to London to an-. 
nounce to his associates that “ it is im- 
‘* possible to do business with the 
** Soviets.” 

So ends the perilous experiment upon 
which Luoyp GrorGcp entered in order 
to appease the Labor Party in Eng- 
Jand, and for the sake of protecting 
Persia and India from Bolshevist sedi- 
tious propaganda. The promises to 
refrain from the latter which he got 
from Moseow have proved false as 
dicers’ oaths, as Lord Curzon recently 
informed the Soviet Government in a 
severe note. And the trade which was 
to give employment to English labor 
turns out td be entirely mythical. In 
view of this fiasco, now acknowledged, 
it is a satisfaction to recall the fact 
that in vain was the Soviet net spread 
in sight of the American bird. The 
firm and clear position taken by Sec- 
retary CoLBy last year, and maintained 
by Mr. Hucues this year, in refusing 
to deal with the Soviets, appears more 
than ever justified by the melancholy 
break-down of the plans foolishly 
adopted by the British Government.

LABOR UNION HONOR. 

The national body of the United 
Mine Workers has suspended the dis- 
trict officers who ordered a strike in 
contempt of the laws and courts in 
and of the orders of the 
union. President Lewis explains that 
the action taken because the 
strike was in violation of the contract 
between the miners and their em- 
ployers in Kansas by individuals 
lacking in ‘‘ respect for the honor of 
‘their organization or the principles 
‘of fair dealing among men.” That 
is honest unionism. Yet President 
Lewis finds his action condemned 
within the union which he _ heads. 
The Kansas miners are split into two 
bodies, and the disaffection is spread- 
ing to adjoining districts.

The issue is the 
wrecking of the law or of the United 
Mine Workers. The union cannot af- 
ford to wreck itself on an issue with- 
out merit. It has on its hands an 
issue for which it needs ajl its 
strength. Lewis contends that a con- 
tract binds both sides. The doctrine 
which he sustains in Kansas binds the 
operators to continue payments of 
coal miners’ wages through the Win- 
ter and throughout the country. If 
the union splits over the Kansas con- 
tract, it risks the national contract 
which now hangs in the balance. 
LEWIS may rejoice that his rivals have 
raised an issue of the Kansas sort. 
Friends of the better sort of unionism 
must wish him a good deliverance 
from his present trdubles.

AND Book Review section of THE TIMES 
last Sunday. In it the book was treated 

from the standpoint of a commissioned 
officer whose service had been with the 

Canadians, a force composed of men so 
little different from those in the Ameri- 

can Army that knowled@ge of how they 
| reacted to the war enabled an observer 
| who had it confidently to assume that 
; the reactions of our men were much the 
same. This assumption enabled Lieu- 
tenant Dawson to express the indigna- 
tion and disgust which ‘‘ Three Sol- 
diers’’ had caused him to feel, and to 
condemn it as false and slanderous—an 
insult to the American Agmy, 

His comment, however, was from the 
outside, as it were, and THE TIMES 
therefore will print tomorrow a like con- 
idemnation which is not open to that 
sort of criticism from those who have 
been praising ‘‘ Three Soldiers’’ as a 
true picture of war as it was encoun- 
tered by young Americans. The writer 
of this s¢cond review was in the A. E. F, 
from the time of his enlistment a few 
weeks after we entered the war; he 
went overseas in May, 1918, and from 
then until the armistice he was an ac- 
tive participant in the fighting on the 
very front line—in Lorraine, Champagne, 
the Aisne-Marne and the Argonne. He 
had no commission, but served first as 
corporal and later as sergeant, so that 
his was .-the closest possible view of our 
soldiers during the hardest and most 
terrible of their experiences abroad. He 
not only saw them—he was one of them. 

His testimony differs from that of 
Lieutenant DAWSON only in that his con- 
demnation of ‘‘ Three Soldiers "’ is more 
emphatic, less restrained. He admits 
the vividness of the descriptions in it, 
as every reader must; he does not deny 
the accuracy of the details as possible 
or actual happenings in any army in 
time of war; but* he insists that its 
spirit, its implications, its conclusions, 
are all utterly wrong—that the charac- 
ters in the book are exceptional, not 
typical—that the truth in it is not true 
because it is not the whole truth nor 
even a large part of it.

Wages and the War. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In some unaccountable way there seems to 
have become fixed in your mind the idea 
that the working people of this country bene- 
fited largely as the result of the changed 
relations brought about by the war. With 
this obsession as a starting point, you pro- 
ceed to denounce organized labor for being 
unwilling, at a time when all other classes 
are making sacrifices, ‘‘ to concede a jot of 
what it won during the war.” ‘‘ Labor 
alone,”” you say, ‘‘ will not share the com- 
mon sacrifice necessary to bring back pre- 
war conditions." After all the assurances he 
received from those in high places that a 
new world was forming, the workman may 
doubt that he altogether wishes pre-war con- 
ditions brought back. Aside from this point, 
however, may I point out that results based 
on a careful collation of figures do not jus- 
tify your assumption that the workingman 
fared so well because of the war. An arti- 
cle in The American Economic Review says: 
‘All the evidence seems to indicate that at 
the termination of the Great War the return 
in commodities which the American workman 
received for actual length of time worked 
was from 10 to 20 per cent. less than it was 
in the decade 1890-1899, and from 7 to 17 per 
cent. less than it was before the sharp up- 
ward movement of prices in 1916. The pur- 
chasing power of the established week's 
work, moreover, was from 20 to 30 per cent. 
less than in the 90s, and from 10 to 20 per 
cent. less than in 1915. American labor as a 
whole cannot legitimately be charged with 
having profiteered during the war. Rather, 
like Alice in Wonderland, it was compelled 
to run faster in order to stay in one place.” 

The foregoing conclusion was based upon 4 
mass of figures taken from a wide field of 
industries. The publication has a high stand- 
ing among economists and cannot be regarded 
as ‘ radical’’ or ‘* pro-labor ’’ in its charac- 
ter. 

An article in The Annals of the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science for 
September, also after presenting carefully 
collated statistics, expresses the following 
view: ‘' During the last six years the work- 
ers in the United States were in as favorable 
a position as they are likely, from present 
indications, to enjoy in many years, The 
war witnessed a period of the most intense 
industrial activity. Great numbers of work- 
ers were withdrawn for military service 
and immigration was practically suspended. 
Everywhere there were more jobs than men 
to fill them. In spite of these favorable con- 
ditions, the above statistics seem to indicate 
that the lot of the wage earner witnessed lit- 
tle material improvement. The facts avail- 
able seem to bear out the contention that 
wages are the last to follow the rise in 
prices and are first to come down when the 


slump begins.’’

Amalgamated Textile Workers, as well 


as of the new federation of unions, is | 


to foment strikes in the industry. 

Such an understanding of the purpose 
of the Amalgamated, being untrue, would 
be most unfortunate. The new federa- 
tion of unions will not, as plans stand 
at present, undertake negotiations with 
employers or enter into agreements with 
them, but it is now and will continue to 
be the policy.of the Amalgamated Tex- 
tile Workers to enter into agreements 
with employers wherever possible, to es- 
tablish collective bargaining for the pur- 
pose of protecting the interests of the 
workers and safeguarding the welfare of 
the industry by which the workers gain 
their living. Our aim is to establish 
such machinery for bargaining and ad- 
justing disputes between the workers 
and employers as will reduce the amount 
of actual economic warfare to a mini- 
mum. 

We are a radical industrial union, 
but we are a union, not a propaganda 
society, and we are practical enough to 
realize that peace is better than war 
whenever peace can be maintained with- 
out the surrender of vital interests or 
principles. For example, in the New 
York silk ribbon industry we have been 
conducting for more than a year, and 
with a remarkable degree of success, 
the impartial chairmanship plan of col- 
lective bargaining, with a trade council 
composed of an equal number of repre- 
sentatives from the union and the em- 
ployers, presided over by the impartial 
Chairman, Who renders the decision in 
questions which the council cannot 
agree upon. The expenses of this ma- 
chinery are paid equally by both sides. 
The chief difficulties that have arisen 
in the working of this plan are due to 
the fact that not enough of the silk 
incustry is covered by it as yet. Our 
aim ia to extend this plan wherever 
possible, whiclf means in effect wher- 
ever the workers and employers are 
ready to assume the responsibilities of 
this step toward industrial democracy. 

But this much being said as to our 
desire for peace in the industry, \J 
would not, on the other hand, have any- 
body draw the erroneous. conclusion 
that the Amalgamated Textile Workers 
will not fight when necessary. It should 
be hardly necessary to state this, as 
it is common knowledge that employers 
in most instances refuse to deal with 
labor unions—refuse to acknowledge the 
principle of collective bargaining—until 
they are forced to by the strength of 
the union, demonstrated on the field 
in economic battle, Wherever employers 
are of that mind we are prepared to 
meet them on their level until such time 
as they get ready to come up to ours.

Sales Should Bear the Burden 

Rather Than Income. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Both those who think and those whe 
|} say that taking taxes off of incoma, 
| corporate and individual, shifts the bure 
| den from the rich te the poor oughé 
| quickly to get another point of view. 

It ought to be apparent to all thes 
| income is the source of capital required, 
| to keep the railroads going and give 
| employment to men; to help industrial 
to carry on and give employment te 
|men; to start new enterprises and give 
|; employment to more men. 

Why then should the Government ab- 
sorb the actual money that makes the 
mare go? 

It would seem that a tax is a tax 
no matter where -it is applied, but it 
makes a vast difference where it ig ap- 
plied. If applied to -tncome it kills the 
goose that lays the golden egg, If ap- 
plied to a sales tax it leaves income 
free to take the form of capital and fur- 
nish employment for men, 

Taking the tax from incomes is very 
\far from putting a burden on the poor. 
It is releasing money to keep the poor, 
Income is the only source of capital for 
employment. It is the only means of 
making labor scarce and in higher de- 
mand. 





te 

Putting properly a tax on sales is 
very far from shifting the burden onto 
the poor. The average rich spends vast- 
ly more than the average poor and pays 
in proportion to his expenditures, which 
makes a sales tax an equitable tax, and 
it could release income for the benefit 
of the well-being of the whole people, 
No sound, economic mind would tax in- 
come, because it is the material life of 
the nation, and in the proportion that it 
is destroyed the nation is destroyed. I¢ 
is the pole star of every effort, the goal 
of all mankind. 

It is the expedient politician exploit- 
ing ignorance who tells us that a reduc 
tion in incomes tax is shifting the burden 
from rich to poor.. Perhaps he does not 
see that it is not the income that ig 
rotten but the man behind the income, 
and the politiclan behind the idea that 
is rotten. Concentrate all scorn and 
contempt and the law on the war profi- 
teer, the special privilege man and the 
expedient politician and they will not 
receive more than they deserve. Go to 
the root of the matter and lay a re- 
straining hand on these individuals, but 
do not destroy income. 


Let any man ask himself the question, 
What would the nation be like without 
income? The answer immediately leaps 
at him: Bolshevist Russia. Russia with- 
out railways, without industry, without 
agriculture, with stagnation and death 
by starvation. Money is worthless in 
Russia, and there are no incomes. “Ask 
again, What is the line of least resist- 
ance to Bolshevism? The answer is 
plain: The destruction of incomes.,: 

The tax on incomes sucks the life- 
blood of the nation, cuts down employ- 
ment and impoverishes the people. It ig 
a stupid tax.

Teachers’ Council Disapproves

TO OPEN BIDS FOR 
SUBWAY IN 41ST ST. 


Commission Aims re Start Work 
Soon on Tube From Grand Cen- 
tral to Eighth Avenue.

Bids for constructing the extension of 
the Queensboro subway from the Grand 
Central Station to Forty-first Street and 
Eighth Avenue will be opened on Nov. 
9 by the Transit Coromission. As quick- 
ly as possible after the contract is 
awarded work will be begun. This is 
considered one of the most important 
bits of new work, ranking with the 
Fourteenth Street-Eastern District line. 
It is expected to relieve to the point of 
disappearance the congestion on the 
shuttle operation between the Grand 
Central and Times Square. 

Plans call for a two-track subway, 
beginning near Vanderhilt Avenue at a 
level below the shuttle tracks, extend- 
ing west through Forty-second Street 
to a point east of Sixth Avenue. Then 
the line will bend south, passing un- 
derneatn Bryant Park into Sixth Ave- 
nue and thence run beneath Forty- 
first Street to a terminal just west of 
Eighth Avenue. Stations on the line 
will be located at Fifth Avenue and 
Forty-second Street and beneath the 
Times Square station. of the Interbor- 
ough Subway. 

One reason for extending the line as 
far west as Eighth Avenue is that even- 
tually it will connect with_a new sub- 
way through the latter Thoroughfare 
which it is believed will be among the 
first to be built when new work begins. 
It is estimated that the Queensboro ex- 
tension can be completed in two years, 
provided the Board of Estimate does not 
delay in approving the contract. 

The commission pointed out that when 
the Queensboro line !s in complete opera- 
tion passengers will be able to board 
trains at Seventh Avenue and ride direct 
to Queens, and that passengers traveling 
west can continue as far as Seventh 
Avenue, Manhattan. Counts made by 
the commission’s transit inspectors indi- 
cate that 100,000 passengers daily use 
the shuttle and that about 24,000 of 
these transfer to and from the Queens- 
boro trains. ;

Then Mr. McAneny’'s 
statement reads: 

** Referring to Mr. Untermyer’s basic 
point as to whether the return upon the 
actual value of the transit properties 
should be. guaranteed by the rate of 
fare hased upon actual cost of service 
rendered, or whether, in the alternative, 
any possible deficit should be borne by 
the city through taxation, it may not 
amiss to point out at this time 
that even if the latter proposal were 
economically sound and would meet 
gcneral public approval it would still 
be open to serious constitutional ob- 
jection. 

‘Section 10 of Article VIIT. of the 
Constitution provides: ‘ No county, city, 
town or village shall hereafter give 
any money or property, or loan its 
money or credit to, or in aid of, any 
individual, association or corporation, 
or become, directly or indirectly, the 
owner of stock in, or bonds of, any 
associetion or corporation, nor shall any 
such county, city, town or village be 
allowed to incur any indebtedness, ex- 
cept for eounty, city, town or village 
purposes.’ 


Says Guarantee Is Barred. 


‘‘ While provision for transit is a city 
purpose, it seems clear that the city 1s 
prohibited from guaranteeing interest 
upon the securities that the proposed 
consolidated company would issue in 
payment for the properties to be ac- 
quired. 

“Incidentally, this same provision 
would prohibit the city from taking or 
holding bonds of the consolidated com- 
pany as representing its investment in 
the subways. 

“The main consideration in this con- 
nection would seem to be to make the 
city’s investment self-sustaining and to 
release it from the debt limit for the 
building of additional subways and 
other necessary municipal purposes. It 
may well be that any new investment 
by the city should be given a prior lien. 
This suggestion, together with all

PARIS, Oct. 14.—Hubert J. Stowittz, 
the young American who danced s0 
well with Anna Pavlowa last year in 
New York, will not dance with her this 
year. The former California student is 
in Paris today, while the famed dancer 
is on the ocean bound for Quebec, and 
subsequently for New York, where she 
will dance in November. Her partner 
this season will be Novikoff, who, it 
will be remembered, danced with her in 
1911. But the success of Novikoff in re- 
newing professional acquaintance with 


Pavlowa means Mr. Stowittz’s sorrow 
and regret. Joining Pavlowa’s company 
in 1916, he had worked up until last 
year he appeared as her leading man 
at the Manhattan Opera House, and 
afterward came to Europe with her, ap- 
pearing at the Trocadero in Paris, and 
at Queens Hall, where the engagement 
ended in July. Then the whole com- 
pany, according to Stowittz, went on 
vacation. He traveled through Cen- 


tral Europe, always, he says, counting 
the days until he should sail back for 
more triumphs in the United States. 
He arrived with all his baggage in 
Paris Aug. 26.

“SENATE 19 EXAMINE 
RESERVE BANK PAY 


Overman Resolution Asking 
Light on Charges of 50 Per 
Cent. Salary Rise Is Adopted. 


AUTHOR DENIES HOSTILITY 


Says Time Is Opportune to Find if 
Allegations Already Made 
Are Based on Facts.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—That the 
personnel of the Federal Reserve Bank 
fn New York has increased only 10 per 
eent. while the payroll has increased 
60 per cent., or more than $1,500,000, 
gince the close of the war, is the allega- 
tion recited in a resolution introduced 
in the Senate today by Senator Overman 
of North Carolina. 

The resolution, which was unanimous- 
ly adopted, calls upon the Federal Re- 
serve Board to submit to the Senate at 
the earliest opportunity the number of 
employes of the Federal Reserve Bank 
in New York, as well as of the Reserve 
banks in other sections of the country, 
the salaries paid these employes, 
amount of money expended in building 
construction and how much of the net 
earnings of the various banks have been 
paid into the treasury as a franchise 
tax. 


The resolution states that it has been 
charged in the public press and upon 


the floor of the Senate that the Federal 
Reserve Bank has been guilty of an 
“‘amazing waste’’ of public money in 
increasing the salaries of officers and 
employes. In the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York it is alleged the number 
of officials and employes has been in- 
creased since the war by 279, or about 
10 per cent., and that these officials 
and employes receive ‘‘ all the way from 
$10,000, $12,000, $25,000, $30,000, and one 
as high as $50,000, and that prior to 
1918 60 per cent. of these officers never 
received over $1,500 to $2,500, ‘but are 
mow drawing salaries as high as 
$10,000.”’ 
It is further alleged that ‘‘ the offi- 
cial reports of the Federal Reserve 
Foard show that in the calendar year 
1920 the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York’s payroll amounted to $4,639,273 
and for the calendar year 1918 the pay- 
roll was $3,104,880, showing an actual 
increase since the close of the war 
$1.535,443.”’ 

The resolution concludes as follows: 
‘““Whereas it is charged that the 
Governor of the Federal Reserve Board 
as stated that the employes of the 
ederal Reserve Banks are not paid by 
the Government nor paid out of the 
revenue derived from taxation, but are 
eeivate business men and in the bank- 
ng business to make money; and 

** Whereas, under the provision of Sec- 
tion’ 7 of the Federal Reserve act a 
large per cent. of the net receipts made 
and saved by the Federal Reserve 
Board shall be paid into the Federal 
Treasury, and if the allegations herein 
made are true the Treasury of the 
United States has been deprived of a 
vast sum of money, therefore, it is fur- 


er 

**Resolved that the Federal Reserve 
Board, as early as practicable, be, and 
it is hereby directed to furnish to the 
Senate the number of employes, together 
with their respective salaries, employed 
by the Federal Bank in New York, as 
well as the other Federal Reserve banks 
in the country, and the expenditures 
made by each branch bank in the erec- 
tion of public buildings and the general 
expenses in the administration of each 
Federal Reserve Bank, and how much 
of the net earnings have been paid to 
the United States as a franchise tax.”’ 

Senator Overman explained that he 
Was not making any charges against 
the Federal Reserve Bank. These 
charges, he added, have been made in 
the most public fashion and for that 
reason he considered the time oppor- 


tune to find out whether or not the, 


allegations were based on facts. 
DENIAL BY GREEK LEGATION.

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THE WEEK’S PRICE TREND. 


Most of the Foodstuffs Were High- 
er, Though Flour Declined. 


The influence of the holiday this 
week was seen in narrower price move- 
ments in different markets, but a num- { 
ber of commodities developed renewed | 
strength. Evidence of this condition | 
appears in Dun’s list of wholesale quo- 
tations, which disclose forty-seven ad- | 
vances and twenty-eight recessions, as | 
against thirty-nine reductions and | 
thirty-seven increases last week. 

Despite continued large receipts, prices 
of wheat and rye rose sharply for @ 
time during the current week, in re- 
sponse, among other things, to addi- 
tional foreign buying; but the gain in 
the former was subsequently lost. On 
the other hand, corn, oats and barley, 
although helped by the early strength 
in wheat, lacked the resiliency of the 
leading cereal. 

Beef displayed a somewhat firmer 
undertone, and a larger consumptive de- 
mand imparted firmness to hogs and 
sheep. Provisions fluctuated within a 


narrow range, but for the greater part 
of the week tended downward. n 
active inquiry for the best grades, with 
arrivals very little above requirements 
supported prices of dairy products, an 
higher levels were established on choice 
butter, cheese and eggs. 

Gradually increasing price stability is 
noted in iron and steel, although the 
question of further yielding is being dis- 
cussed in connection with the possibility 
of lower freight charges. he minor 
metals were firm, and seem to be de- 
veloping a stronger tone. Prices of 
some cotton goods continue to advance, 
reflecting conditions in the raw mate- 
rial, and the hide and leather markets 
are firmer.

|day. Foreign conditions exerted a de- 
pressing influence and May contracts 

sold at 18 cents, compared with 22.35, 
|the high point of the season. Steady 
| trade purchases, with reports that actual 
' cotton was not obtainable on a contract 
| basis, finally turned the market. Trad- 
ing was more active. Both spinners’ 
takings and exports made a favorable 
| showing, bringing better support from 
| many quarters. Final quotations showed 
} an advance of 1 to 17 points. 

Weakness in Liverpool brought con- 
siderable pressure at the start. Cable 
advices reflected nervousness in foreign 
circles over industrial conditions in Eng- 
land and political developments on the 
Continent. ‘This carried Liverpool prices 
so low that January there sold only 570 
points over New York, compared with 
more than 800 points recently. Differ- 
ences narrowed so that a large arbitrage 
business was put through, houses sell- 
ing January here against purchases 
abroad. Several professional operators 
also put out cotton. The dragging ten- 
dency of the market and absence of ag- 
gressive demand cncouraged room sell- 
ing. For a time demand for December, 
around 19 cents, absorbed contracts that 
were sold.

Questioned by 
the immigration authorities, some of the 
Chinese said that Pong Yow, one of the 
number on board the Helenus, had 
stowed them away at a Chinese port 
and agreed to land them in the United 
States for $1,000 each, which they had 
paid. Pong Yow was detained on the 
testimony given by the stowaways,

MARINE GETS HONOR MEDAL 


He Is Decorated for Rescuing Naval

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—For an act 
of extraordinary heroism in the rescue 
ef a naval aviator from a burning sea- 


plane, a Medal of Honor was today for- 
warded to Private Albert J. Smith, 
United States Marine Corps, by Major 
Gen. John A. Lejeune, Commandant of 
that organization.
